ftnqaently thoae who have been appear- 
iOK ngntaily will adviae the withdrawal 
Of thair delcgationa. than*y fiviaf the 
aodetlet tha benefit of tetime they feel 

they are now wMtlog. 

About twenty4w « ddagatea. repreeent- 
ing twelve orgaaiaatioaa, aaaembled at 

the hall of the Aqninaa Union on Sixth 
atteet, confident that the oflicers and at 
leaat aa many more delegates aud socie- 
tleawtttldbapcetent. Whan they learned 
that only one ottoer and less than a 
qnomm of the Bnendve Committee were 
there the falthfld two doecB did not man- 
ifest much legaid for the ardor diaplayed 
and the enthuaiartie ipaachca oiade not 
very long ago. ^ 

After waiting in vain for the IVMMint, 
Vice President and Treasurer, and also 
the Chtiiminn of the Executive Commit- 
tee, Secretary Eugene Cooney ralk d the 
meeting to order, '.welve aocieties having 
ijjjl^tM preeent, one more than the 
icfniaita anmbcr for a quorum. Patrick 
Holley. of the Catholic Knigbte and 
Ladies, waa elected Chairman p ro tem. 
Upon taking the chair he eaprcMed rtgret 
at the small attendance, and made tome 
auggestions as to how the tmsiness of the 
Catholic Union might be more satisfac- 
torily and successfully conducted. 

The most iniporta-it resoluliou intro- 
diiceil was b\ Janus Kelly, of Trinity 
0 that the SecreUry 
•omapdnd with the ofScers of the Na- 
tional Federation of Catholic SodeUes, 
for the purpose of aflUiatlac and laaming 
what other city and State fedaraUooa are 
doing. The resolution waa adopted. 

Delegate Brownfield, of Branch 24, 
urged stricter discipline and suggested 
that all correspondence l)e conducted by 
the Secretary and read at the ineetiogs. 
Pat Snllivan. of the Hibernians, and John 
Cratty spoke npon the foregoing meas- 
ntes, hoping the aodaty would become 
more strongly united in the near fntnre, 
otherwise iU end was not fte distent, and 
the ofTicers would be left to aaat by 
themselves. 

Resolutions weie adopted calling npoo 
the Treasurer for his report at the next 
meeting, aud instructing Secretary 
Cooney to again send invitations to a 
number of Catholic societies to affiliate. 
Perhapa it would be well to sUte that all 
Gatholie sodatiaaan Invhed to send dtic- 
gatca and becona oiaaiben without any 
farther formal notioe. 

There were several lady delccates also 
pteseut, and Miss Welssenberger, of 
Branch :i of the Catholic Knights aud 
Ladies of America, announced the will- 
ingness of that bo<ly to affiliate. I'pon 
motion ahe was requested to present a 
cordial invitaUoa to Biaach t to aaad 
delegatea. 

After the Secretary had been requested 
to perform the duties of nearly all the 
officers, Eugene Cooney spoke in bis own 
behalf and recounted all he bad done for 
the Catholic Union. He called attention 
to the dereliction of delegates who were 
honored with appointment and thought 
they were the ones who shoidd be made 
perform some of the work. His remarks 
were received with mnch favor, h 
we will have an announcement to make 
ooaoBToIng the gedal Secretary that will 
be of iataiaat to cor raadara aad his 
frienda. 

George Lantz, rep r tsantin g Mackin 

Council, tendered the Catholic Union a 
hearty invitation to n»eet next with the 
popular West End organisation, whicH 
was accepted. 

There being no further business Chair- 
man Holley relinquished the chair to 
John Crotty, when a social half hour waa 
spent lutening to artistic readings and 
recitations by Messrs. John Bell, John 
Cfotty and Jamea Kelly, that put aU in 
happy Bpirlts. The Aqninaa Union was 
given a vote of thanks for ito coutasy

Tlic hosts of rdativei and friends of 
the family of Thomas Kcyer, 132.5 West 
Chestnut street, learned with the deepest 
aorrow that Mrs. Mary Keyer had died 
suddenly Tuesday evening. She was 
taken ill last Sunday with dread pneu- 
monia, which was quickly folfowed by 
heart failnre, from which she never ral- 
lied, and Taaaday evening aha p a a ia d 
peacefully avrar M her hoaw, Mo u rned 
by her husband and thoae of her children 
who could reach her bedside. 

Mrs. Keyer was fifty-seven years old 
"nd a native of Liverpool, England, but 
had been a resident of l/ouisville for 
thirty-five years. A devout religious 
woman, she was one of the most promi- 
nent members of St. Pstrick's congerga- 
tion, but her deeds of kindneas were not 
narrowed by aedarian UneA The abap- 
ing of her ehildren'a lives, the brightness 
of her own home and the happiness of nil 
therein were ever her first care. But no 
needy man or woman ever failed to I>ene- 
fit by her l)eDevolence and uncstentatious 
charity. And she will Ijc mourned by 
mauy of the poor as deeply as by the 
wide circle of her friends. 

Mrs. Keyer is aurvived by her huaband, 
Thomas Keyer, who relirad tnm buai- 
■s aeveral yaara ago, and aevan diil- 
dren-^William and John Keyer,' grocars 
of this city; Joseph Keyer, who is con- 
nectcd with the L M i fe M M i >«« li tl v illa "-"rBprteo celebrat»< 
railroad; Thomas J. Keyer, a partner in 
the cotton firm of M. H. Gunther & Co., 
of Memphis; Roliert A. Keyer, who has 
charge of the Natchez house of the same 
firm, and Misses Mary B. aad Utria O. 
Keyer, of tbia dty. 

Her fnnenl took place from St. Pat- 
rick's churda.'Fiiday morning with re- 
quiem high mass, Monsignor Oamboo 
bdng the celebrant, assisted by a number 
of priests.

Mrs. Eulalie AlstM, OMthar of our 
fellow-townapi^, Meanra. Edwin 8. and 
Albert a Ahtoa. of the I<o«isvillc Invest- 
ment Company; IM.-Hmry B. Farrall, 
of Tyler, Tezaa aad Mrs. Robert Ogdan, 
of Dallas, died very suddenly on the 
morning of December 26 from heart 
disease while at the home of her daughter 
in Tyler, with whom she t\^d been 
spending the holidays. Her sons here 
were just reading a joint letter from her 
bearing Christmas greetiafi aad her bless- 
ing when tha talagraM ■■arwclt her 
aa naanaB 17 naait - 
A letter {alt raoeived from Dallas, 
where her funeral took place, says the 
Catholic church, of which ahe waa a 
most devout and exemplary member and 
had been the recipient of much of her 
munificence, could not have done more 
to show its appreciation of her noble and 
charitable character than waa done. The 
priest from Tyler accompanied her re- 
nudna to Dallas, and over the protest of 
her family Biahop Dunne, of the Dallaa 
dioocae, celebrated the Pontifical high 
mass with eight priests assisting. During 
his eulogy over the remains. Bishop 
Dunne declared that if any one in the 
world deserved all that the dinrdi OOUld 
offer it was Mrs. Alston. 

Mrs. Alston was a native of St. L/oui.s, 
but for many years baa been a resident ot 
Texas. She was known throughout 
almoat the entire State for her benevo- 
lence and charity, and many of the 
chordMa raeaivad aubiiaiiHal aid from 
her. 

The Island of Juan Femandec, on 

which every boy has wandered with 
Robfhson Cnisoe, is to be colonized by 
the Chilian Oovernuient. Since Alex- 
ander Selkirk died the island has beea 
inhabited by only a few dozen people. 
Now Chili is to send out at once a colony 
of 150 adults. The fruit trees, which 
were planted by Selkirk, have reproduced 
themselves, and peaches, quinces, peara 
and grapes are now plentiful. The island 
also abonnda in wild cattle, goaU and 
pigs. The adjacent aea swarma with cod 
and other edlue fish. The cottage which 
Selkirk built, and which Defoe deactibcs, 
still exists as a broken-down min. The 
Chilian Government proposes to diriaten 
the colony "Crusoe's Island."

A aj^acial cablegram to the New York 
World reaffimu the news and atatea that 
Archbishop WaUb^a anpaM «A the new 
Irish party ia ooaalderea aa maal import- 
ant. The parliamentary fund is steadily 
growing, and John Redmond has won 
grueral a<l miration and esteem for the 
tact and courage he has displayed in the 
management of the convention. 

William O'Brien, who suffers from 
chronic chest weakneaa, now has a severe 
attack of plenriqr and has been ordered 
to Egypt to recruit. As soon as he is 
convalescent an activ* agitation will be 
inaugurated by the Uaitad IlUi League 
to expel from the Dublin corporation all 
the Nationalists who fslled to vote against 
the address to the Queen when she visited 
Dublin. Some of these have apologized, 
but, they are marked dowu for aadiHioa 

nevertheleasi. 

For some time peat there baa been 
much speculation concerning the Ameri- 
can Cardinalnte in the papers of the 
United Statea. The importaot news 
cornea tnm Rome that lha ^epa'a re- 
cently published apoatolic CMMlitntion 
on monasticism is regarded as a triumph 
of Americanism in Vatican circles. In 
checking the spread of new religious 
orders, renderinjr the admission of nov- 
ices more difficult and authorizing Bishops 
to dissolve monastic vows in certain cases, 
His Holiness has completely adopted the 
measures sdvocated by Archbishop Ire- 
land. While there ia no reference to the 
subject in the ftoregoing, many will see 
in it a reason for predicting the appoint- 
ment of the Archbishop of St. Paul a.s a 
Cardinal

Dennia English, in an intareatiag arti 
de in the Syraeuaa CathoUe Son, says 
that burliog, the natiood game of Ire< 
Und. is about the moat exciting game of 
out of door qiorts known at the present 
time. A person not acquainted with the 
game often wonders why some of the 
players do not get killed, yet it is a fact 
that more serious accidents occur in foot 
ball. It is not practiced to any great ex- 
tent in this country, except in New York 
City, where they have aaverd good 
teama. In Boatoa and Chicago hurling 
is the favorite gaate amoag tha Cdta. 
Syraeuaa also baa a team that can com- 
pete with any in the Stete, and it ia their 
intention to challenge a team from New 
York next summer. 

In Ireland, where this game draws 
greater crowds than any other athletic 
event, great interest is taken in It. Each 
parish has a foot ball or hurling club, 
barling clubs being grestly in the major- 
ity. A teem consisu of seventeen play- 
en, who play a serlea of gamea for the 
championahip of tha oonaty. The snc- 
ceasfnl team then ooataate for the cham- 
pionship of Irelaad, and ancb games as 
Cork vs. Tipperary, Clare vs. Dublin, will 
go down in Irish history. The hurling 
ground is about 300 yards long by 175 
wide, with two goal posts nine yarda 
apart on either end. A lath or string 
creasing from one post to another at about 
ten feet high is called the goal line, under 
which the ball must go to secure a god. 

On tha day of a toamaaent, whan 
teams petbapa from a doaen paridiaa 
meet to oonted ^ mndi oovded honor, 
large delcgatioaa from the surrounding 
parishes aasemble at the enclosure, often 
accompanied by the parish fife and drum 
bend.

With a burat of harmonious and sweet 
melody the Commencement of the high 
mass that was to dedicate the new year 
and century was signale<l in all the 
Catholic churches of Louisvil'e Monday 
at midnight. Tbeservicesineach church, 
from the Cathedral to Holy Cross at:d St. 
Brigid's, were beautiful and impressive, 
and at several thoae wbodaairod to attend 
were unable to gdn adtnittanoa to the 
midnight maaa. 

The Cathedral, St. Patiidt'a, St. Louis 
Bertrand's, Sacred Heart, St. Cecilia's, 
Holy Name. St. Charles Borromeo and 
others were marked liy unusual splendor 
mill solemnity. The sacre<l etlifices were 
tastefully decorated throughout and the 
high altars reqilendcnt with choice flow- 
ers and festive green, and bnlliaait with 
thousands of electric and other lights 
that attracted every eye that filled the 
sacred adifiesi to overflowing long before 
the boor of IS o'clock. Never bdore had 
such crowda lined the altar rails to re- 
ceive the sacrament of lioly communion, 
and faith and piety were everywhere 
manifest. The musical programmes were 
exceptionally well rendered, many of llie 
choirs being largely siigiltenliiJ for this 
spedal occasion. 

The mod brilliant services, perhaps, 
were thoae at the GaOadfal, where Right 
Rev. Bishop McCiaiky waa the celebrant 
of the Pontifical high Aara. Monsignor 
Bouchet waa the asststent priest, with 
Rev. I'ather.s I'M ward Lynch, of this city, 
and Rev. Ivlward Harrigs, S. C, of St. 
Charles' Ci-Ue^'c. lialtiniore, as first aud 
second deacons of honor. Rev. Dennis 
Murphy was the deacoiroLthr^ss, one 
of the Prandscanaoflldating as sub-dea- 
con, and Rev. GnopKaSchnhmann, D. D., 
acting aa mader of oarattonlaa. Pre- 
ceding tha dergy to the dter was sn 
unusually large number of acolytes from 
all parts of the parish, rich and poor 
being equally represeiile<l, thus showing 
the democracy of the church to a remark- 
able degree. Here four priests adminis- 
tered the sacrament to at least 1,000 per- 
, Prof. Chase predded at the organ 
aud among the soloists were some of our 
leading singers. 

The laiged oaagnsatioa aver wit- 
nessed there filled the Sacred Heart 
long before Rev. Patrick Walsh, the 
eloquent and popular pastor, ascended 
the altar, which presented a .scene of 
loveliness and brilliancy that was highly 
pleaaing to the entire congregation. The 
mass wss sung by a large choir under the 
direction of Miss Lula Mattingly. and 
more than a word of praise is due this 
talented artist aud the excdient choir 
who rendered the aacred made with a 
spirit and finish sildom enrpaased. Rev, 
Father Walsh never preached a more 
powerful or feeling sermon, bis review of 
the innumerable blessings showered upon 
those there assembled and their duties 
during the coming years of the new cen 
tury making a lasting and timely impres- 
sion on the minds of all his hearers. 
Besides nrgiog them to more earned 
devotion to God and tha church he 
exhorted them to becone if poadble bd< 
ter dtiaena. ready at all timea to sacrifice

Timely Warning from Author 
of Chinese Exclu- 
alon Aot 



The Chinese exclusion act should not 
only be re-enacted, bnt made broader- 
broader in the aeaae that It should ex- 
duda all alien hibor. White, Uack, 
brown and yellow— In fad, all alien 
labor— should be barred. ■ The indus- 
tries of our country are protected. Why 
not protect the American workingman ? 
Do not bring him to the humiliating 
level of competition with Japanese, 
Chinese and other Asiatics. Tbe exclu- 
sion act should be made general. The 
Atlantic seaboard needs as much prdec- 
tion from the pauper labor of Burope aa 
does the Padfie coad from, the Immi- 
granta of the far Bad. 

Look what exclusion has done f<>r tbe 
Pacific coast and especially for California. 
There has been a gradual decrease of 
Chinese laborers in California since the 
law took effect. But failure to re-enact 
this or similar legislation wou'd bring 
whh it a reflux of the Chinese. The 
Japaneae are already coming in by the 
thonaanda. Let looee tbe floodgates of 
Chinese immigrstion and the Pacific 
ooad would In five yean be swarming 
with oodles. 

This country is a veritable Klondike, 
a veritable Nome, for the Chinese aud 
Japanese. They can make as much 
money in a week here as they can make 
on their own soil in a year. They can do 
this and work for half what we pay the 
American laborer, and they are glad for 
the OMartaalty to work for half . The 
flghl for a le saartuisut of the Chinese 
exdosioa ad should be made general 
It should not be confined , to the Pacific 
coast, but the central States, and particu- 
larly those borderiag oa the Atlaatic, 
should be included.

A gnat deal of local inteteat la bdag 
taken In the contcat for the Parliamentary 

representation of North Monaghan to 
succeed the late Daniel McAleese. Owing 
to the fact that the Hisliop of Raphoe 
disapproved of his t)rnthpr's candidature 
1 understand Ihal that gi'iitleman liaa 
withdrawn his candidature, says the 
Dublin Independent's correspondent 
under date of December 19. It ia also 
stated that in oonacqnenoe of ttaia fact 
the repreaentatiTts of tlie United IHsb 
League here bave wired to the central 
authority in Dublin asking that a strong 
candidate should be selected to oppooe 
Patrick O'Hare. No candidate has yet 
lieen selected in place of Daniel O'Don- 
nell. 

Wires were this evening receiveil by 
I'ather Keo«vn and John O'Donnell.M. P., 
from John Redmond, M. P., stating that 
lie wonM go to Monaghan tomorrow to 
have a conanltation with the aapporters 
of O'Hare and thoon wIm an of^xiaing 
him, with a view of oondag to an agree- 
ment as to the Nationalist candidate and 
having no contest. If two Nationalists 
go forward there are rumors that a Con- 
aervative will also be nominated ami the 
result might be that the Conservative 
would slip in. It is hopetl that a satis- 
factory agreement will be come to. 
O'Hare drove out to Rockcnrty today, 
where he addressed a meeting. 

DaTid Shedijr, W. O. Harbiaon and 
Organizer Johnson drove from Monaghan 
to Tullycorbet. where they were met by a 
large crowd of people, headed by two 
bands. As the procession was marching 
toward the place where the meeting; was 
to be held they found that the road was 
blocked by a big force of police under 
County Inspector Tyacke. The police 
refused to allow the people to proceed 
any further, whereupon David Sheeby 
asked by what authority were they ob- 
atructing the pamage of the people. He 
aaid the meeting was for election pur- 
poses and had been previously announced 
to that effect. The County Inspector re- 
plieil that he was acting by order of hit 
superiors. The people made several ef- 
forts to pass to the meeting place, but the 
police prevented them and a good deal of 
excitement ensued. Tbe County fnqwctor 
ordered hia men to right about, and they 
marched a lon g the aticct;^ followed by the 
pweeiiloB. Bteataallyreinforoementa of 
police nndar a District Inspector arrived, 
and the adwle body of about fifty police 
were ordered to wheel about and draw 
their batons, which they did, but they 
did uot charge the crowd. Sbeeliy re- 
monstrated with the County Inapaetor 
and said it was time he abould reconsider 
that silly performance. The people were 
committing no offenae whatever and they 
wete on legitimate bnalncM. Connty In- 
spector Tyacke repUad that be would let 
them pass if be got any aamrance what- 
ever that there would be no disorder. 
Sheehy said they would give no guarantee 
whatever. They could remain there the 
whole evening. I'lventually the County 
laapector held a consultation with some 
of the police j^iTicers, with the result that 
after an hour's delay the police drew 
aside and the people wen allowed to peat 
on to Tnllyeofbet, where a meeting was 
held. 

Bernard McKennb, County Councillor, 
presided, and said they were all supporte r s 
of the I.,eague. David Sheehy denounced 
tbe conduct of tbe Government in ob- 
structing the Nationalists of Monaghan 
in their endeavor to elect ibe man of 
their choice. It was clear after the action 
of the police that Dublin Castle and the 
Healyitea wen in collusion, for while 
they kept tbe people baiek and prevratcd 
them going to the meating place, they 
allowed a Hcalyite in tbe district to pass 
unchallenged thiongh their ranks. No 
final selection of a I.«ague candidate had 
yet been made, and he asked the electors 
until a candidate was brought into the 
field, as he would be immediately, to 
abstain from any pledge or action which 
would commit themselves to anything 
until they had an oppoctnnlty of review- 
ing the whole dicnmataaoai. 

W. D. HarfalnaoB. wbo waa loudly 
cheered, aaid that tbey hekl their meet- 
ing under moat encouraging circum- 
stances, seeing thst they had just won a 
signal victory over the forces of Dublin 
Castle. They had been .sti-iipcd on their 
way to the place of the ir.eetiiig by the 
County Inspector and a large force o 
police, and although tbe crowd was most 
orderly and peaceable the County In- 
spector lefuaed to give any explanatioa 
of this tcandaloua interference with the 
right of free spoedi and of public meet- 
ing. When be bad challenged this cow- 
ardly conduct the Inspector said that he 
was not there to answer questions. Well, 
it was pretty evident what moral was to 
be drawn from the whole proceedings. 
Tbe Castle authoitiea in their hatred of 
the League had thrown off the mask and 
joinetl Healy in an effort to discredit the 
ornanization. That day's work wrote 
tbe epitaph of Healyiss* in North Mona- 
ghan, and when the voters learned that 
truth today and discovered that Healy 
and O'Hare would be backed by the Cas- 
tle and every Tory in the coustitncncy 
thev would record an emphatic condem- 
nation of the clique who were leaving 
nothing undone to petpeinate factioa in 
tbe Nationalist ranks.

Most Rev. Patrick O'Donndl, Bishop 
of Raphoe, and John Redmond, Chair- 
Man of the Irish Parliamentary party, 
bave appealed for funds that will be nec- 
essary to enable the new Irish party to 
give unremitting aitendaiice in Parlia- 
ment during the coming session. They 
declare tlut under the new conditions of 
parliamentry warfin enccees will not de- 
pend M much upon the exertiooa of a 
few men, or the votes of the party upon 
a few stated oooaslona, as upon the un- 
ceasing and strenuous action of a large 
body of men. interesting themselves sct- 
ively in all the business of the House 
of Commons, and conimaudiag a aufB- 
cieut strength in the divisiou lobbies to 
leave Government measures to a large 
extent at the mercy of these attacks. An 
influence of such a character on tbe 
course of business iu the House of Com- 
mons would be tbe surest means of effect- 
ing tbe success of the perty in forwarding 
the national cause; in puahing at once 
tbe campaign for the abolition of land- 
lordism and the utilization of tbe grass 
lauds, with all it involves, for the small 
occupiers, the evicted tcDacts, and the 
laborers; in seizing every opportunity of 
demanding a suitable university for Irish 
Catholics, financial redrsas, and the other 
great reforms so tugently needed by oar 
' people. 



Writing of Mary Caton Patterson, in 
tbe January Ladies' Home Jonrnal, Wm. 
Perrine recalls that "the Americans read 
with wondering eyea the atories which 
coma ham Irdand of ths r^gal magnifi- 
cence with which one of ttadr country- 
women was dataling the Britlah people; 
how she had become the wife of the 
brother of the Duke of Wellington, and 
how the court of tbe newly-wedded pair 
at Dublin Castle rivale<l tbe brillianc; of 
royalty itself. She was called 'The 
American Queen of tbe Irish Court,' and 
in no capital of Europe would her flatter- 
ers allow that then waa a woman who 
surpaaeed her in the elegance of her bear- 
ing and in the aooompliabments of a 
sovereign. Indeed, abe was only one of 
a group of sisters whom Europeans h liled 
Ms 'The Americsn Graces.' Their mcther, | 
a daughter of Charles CMrrolI, had mar- ' 
ried Richard Caton, a poor I'n^lish gen- 
tleman of hand.'wnne face .iinl prese-ice, i 
wbo settled in Baltimore. Mary, the 
most famous of the three daughters, mar- 
ried Robert Patterson, a brother of Bt*'^y 
Pattanoa, the fint wife of Jerome Bona- 
parte. After the death of her husband in 
1822 the BaMmon belle revidted Europe. 
Hardly less eminent than tbe Duke of 
Wellington before tbe battle of Waterloo 
had been his brother, the Marrjuis of 
Wellesley. In the spring of IS 2.') it was 
announced in Ireland, where Wellesley 
was Ix>rd Lieutenant, that he was en- 
gaged to her, and it was noted in the 
United States as a curious coincidence 
that while one American girl had married 
the brother of Napoleon, another, and 
she her tiater-ln-law, should marry the 
brother of Napoleon's conqueror." 

TIPPLINQ GLAZIER. 

We nn acroae an Irishman a few days 
ago well known for hia fondness for 

reminiacent anecdotes, and as this has 
never been printed we give it for the first 
time. It illustrates "resource" to a 
marked extent and shows that genius 
may I>e exemplified even though the oc- 
casion was hardly sufficient to warrant 
its exercise. It happened that there was 
a glazier in tbe town of C— , in Tipperary 
connty, where it is said that tbe "Byes 
fear no nise." Ttaia gbuder waa often, it 
ia iaid, thinty, ofteaer in fact than the 
ordinary dtina. But It aooetiniea hap- 
pened that the means to dlay that feel- 
irg was not always convenient. To 
"raise the wind" therefore was a problem 
which often confronted our worthy me- 
chanic, and which often taxe<I to the 
utmost his ingenuity. Being a gla/ier, a 
diamond was absolutely indispensible in 
the prosecution of his craft; this instru- 
ment, bdng the only article of vdue 
wUdi he poiiwi j, waa "many a time 
and oft" put up with his "uncle" as 
"collateral," who obligingly advanced to 
his thirsty and impecuniov-s "nephew" 
three hslf crowns. Commercial trans- 
actions on this basis continued for a long 
time, the glazier re<Ieeming the diamond 
when he got his wages and almost as 
regularly "popping" when his thirst, 
which appeared to be chronic and in- 
satiable, pronqited. At laat tbe genius, 
whidi waa merdy latent, manifeeted 
itseU. He took the "diamond" on this 
occadon, after abstracting the predous 
gem snd substituting therefor a bit of 
gla.HS which he adroitly inserted in its 
place in the handle, proceeded to his 
"uncle's" where glitter<Hl the three gol- 
den balls. His "uncle" passed over tbe 
usual smount, believing that the "col- 
lateral" was as good then as it always 
waa, whereupon he proceeded to slaae 
hia nanal drought in regnlarXam O'Shan- 
ter style. Time passed along and tbe 
broker began to think it nther curious 
that the glazier did not come dong to 
redeem the ple<]ge; he therefore examined 
more cloaely the "collateral" and then 
onlv discovmd bow be had been victim- 
ized by his affectionate "nephew."
